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REPOET  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  INVESTIGATE 
THE  EFFICIENCY  OF  THE  SWAMPSCOTT 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  THE  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  : 

Your  Committee  have  given  the  subject  matter  of 
this  investigation  as  much  attention  and  as  careful  and  im- 
partial consideration  as  the  short  time  intervening  between 
the  Town  meetings  would  permit. 

The  Committee  have  taken  the  time  to  carefully  look 
over  the  engine-house  equipment  as  well  as  the  hydrants  and 
lire-alarm  signal  system,  we  have  also  looked  over  the  fire- 
alarm  system  in  the  City  of  Lynn,  and  have  consulted  with 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  tlie  Lynn  Fire  Department,  also  with 
the  City  Electrician,  who  are  both  familiar  with  our  depart- 
ment and  its  needs,  and  in  order  that  CA'ery  person  interested 
in  the  fire  department  service  of  this  Town  might  be  heard ^ 
your  Committee  decided  to  grant  a  public  hearing,  which  was 
iield  at  the  Town  Hall  on  April  8th,  1896. 

Your  Committee  have  found  the  engine-house  property, 
fire  apparatus,  horses  and  electrical  appliances  in  the  battery 
room,  kept  in  first-class  condition ;  the  horses  are  well  trained, 
and  in  these  various  particulars  the  present  requirements  of 
the  Town  seem  to  be  well  provided  for. 

Your  Committee  feel,  in  view  of  the  very  satisfactory 
arrangement  which  the  Town  now  has  with  the  City  of  Lynn, 
whereby  a  portion  of  the  Lynn  Fire  Department  respond  to 
calls  from  boxes  located  in  the  center  of  the  Town,  that  the 
efficiency  of  the  fire-alarnj  signal  system  is  especially  impor- 
tant ;  for  it  may  be  easily  seen  that  however  perfect  the 
engine-house  equipment  and  company  might  be,  with  an  im- 
perfect system  of  signaling  in  case  of  fire,  the  department 
would  necessarily  be  inefficient :  but  the  Committee  find  this

part  of  the  department  service  in  poor  condition,  and  think 
it  should  be  improved  as  soon  as  possible. 

Much  of  the  wire  about  the  Town  is  now  old  and  worn 
out,  and  in  fact  was  never  suitable  for  use  as  a  fire-alarm 
system,  as  it  was  originally  put  up  and  used  for  telephone 
purposes,  and  the  wire  used  for  that  purpose  is  small  and 
unsuitable  for  present  uses. 

The  lines  are  now  in  two  circuits  of  loops,  but  the  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  Town  be  wired  in  three 
distinct  circuits  and  the  loops  be  done  away  with.  The 
expense  would  not  be  large,  a  matter  of  a  few  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  the  Town  will  be  saved  a  constant  expense  now 
going  on  of  battery  waste,  and  the  frequent  trouble  and  cost 
of  repair  of  the  present  lines. 

We  also  recommend  that  lightning  arresters  be  pur- 
chased and  placed  in  the  battery  room,  to  avoid  the  present 
extreme  danger  of  having  the  whole  system  thrown  out  of 
use  at  any  time  by  lightning.  The  expense  of  the  liglitning 
arresters  will  be  very  small. 

When  new  fire-alarm  boxes  are  purchased,  Ave  would 
recommend  that  they  should  be  non-interfering  boxes. 

While  there  seems  to  be  considerable  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  wliat  constitutes  proper  care  of  fire  hydrants, 
your  Committee  would  recommend  that  all  the  hydrants  be 
flushed  out,  once  in  the  spring  and  once  in  the  fall  of  each 
year,  and  also  properly  cleaned  and  oiled  ready  for  use,  and 
that  every  hydrant  be  inspected  as  often  as  once  each  month 
by  the  Fire  Department,  and  in  low  places,  \there  the  hydrants 
are  troubled  with  surface  water  getting  in,  that  they  be 
especially  looked  after  in  the  winter  time  and  kept  free  from 
ice  ;  and  we  also  recommend  that  the  fire-alarm  signal  boxes 
be  inspected  at  least  once  each  month. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  receipts  of  the  department,  be 
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appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department. 
Inasmuch  as  the  other  departments  of  our  Town  have  in 
times  past  used  their  respective  receipts,  and  for  other  rea- 
sons, it  seems  best  to  allow  the  department  to  use  its  receipts. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  would  say  that  they  have 
been  unable  to  find  any  irregularity  in  the  accounts  of  the 
department  or  any  improper  expenditure  of  the  Town's 
money,  and  can  conscientiously  report  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  that  in  their  opinion  the  Town  has  received  a  fair 
equivalent  for  the  money  expended  in  this  department.

To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  time  is  drawing  to  a  close  when  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Selectmen  to  render  an  account  of  their  doings  for  the 
past  year.  In  presenting  this,  our  Annual  Report,  we  do  so 
with  the  conviction  that  our  year's  efforts  will  meet  the  approval 
of  the  citizens  in  general.  The  appropriations  entrusted  to 
our  charge  have  been  judiciously  expended,  as  will  appear  by 
the  financial  reports  as  presented  by  the  Auditors. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 

After  consulting  the  heads  of  the  various  Boards,  we 
would  recommend  that  the  following  amounts  for  the  various 
departments  be  appropriated  for  the  current  year :

STREET  WATERING. 


The  work  of  watering  the  streets  the  past  year  has  been 
divided  into  four  routes :  Evans  &  Coal,  one,  S.  G.  Granger, 
one,  H.  Scott  Tuttle,  one,  and  the  most  central  by  the  Fire 
Department.  We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,500 
be  appropriated  the  current  year,  and  that  all  contracts  be 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  and  that  water  be  put  on  such  streets 
and  in  such  quantities  as  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  may 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 


The  repairs  of  the  Hall  have  been  carried  out  as  by 
vote  of  the  Town.  New  windows  were  added,  the  building 
painted,  and  a  sign  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  that  strangers 
might  know  the  nature  of  the  building.    Total  cost,  $562.87. 


The  Selectmen  have  reorganized  a  Hose  Company,  to  be 
known  as  Hose  Company  No.  2,  which  in  our  judgment  is 
much  needed  in  that  section  of  the  Town.  In  case  of  fire  it 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  regular  fire  department. 
As  the  building  has  never  been  completed,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  a  small  amount  be  appropriated  to  finish  the  same. 


TOWN  HALL  REPAIRS. 


MOUNTAIN  PARK  HOSE  HOUSE. 
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ROCKLAND  STREET  DRAINAGE. 
The  surface  water  on  Rockland  street  has  been  turned 
as  far  as  possible  into  the  King  street  catch  basin,  which 
greatly  relieves  the  former  street.    Until  some  system  of 
sewerage  is  found,  we  know  of  no  other  remedy. 

KING  STREET  EXTENSION. 

Report  on  the  extension  of  King  Street,  which  was  laid 
out  by  the  County  Commissioners,  and  ordered  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  Town. 

After  receiving  bids  from  a  number  of  contractors,  the 
work  was  awarded  F.  D.  Mayo  &  Co.,  of  Lynn,  at  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars,  which  was  the  lowest  figure.  This 
included  drilling  and  blasting  ledge,  trenching  for  water 
pipes  and  laying  the  same,  and  building  retaining  walls. 
The  work  of  removing  rock  and  dirt  was  awarded  H.  Scott 
Tuttle,  for  five  hundred  dollars.  Stone  steps  have  been 
placed  for  abutters,  and  fences  repaired.  The  work  of  grad- 
ing the  street  and  paving  gutters  was  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways.  The  total  expense  of 
this  work  has  been  considerably  less  than  the  amount  appro- 
priated. This  completes  a  much-needed  approach  to  our 
High  School. 

CEMETERY. 

The  Board  have  made  some  improvement  in  the  Ceme- 
tery the  past  year.  The  old  pump  has  been  removed  and  a 
stand  pipe  for  water  has  been  placed  at  the  corner  of  the  lot ; 
by  so  doing  made  a  very  desirable  lot  which  has  been  sold. 
We  have  also  added  two  water  closets,  for  ladies  and  gentle- 
men, which  have  proved  a  great  benefit  to  the  public,  and 
many  more  improvements  might  be  made.  We  wish  to  refer 
the  citizens  to  the  Selectmen's  Report  of  the  years  1891-1892 
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in  regard  to  burial  lots.  A  plan  has  been  made  of  the  land 
in  the  easterly  end  of  said  Cemetery  that  might  be  made 
available  by  blasting  out  the  ledge  M\d  grading.  We  would 
respectfully  ask  that  a  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
be  appropriated  the  present  year  to  make  a  commencement, 
and  a  small  amount  each  year  until  the  land  is  completed, 
according  to  the  plan  of  Mr.  Harris  which  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Selectmen.  We  would  also  recommend  that  a  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  a  Cemetery  improve- 
ment fund,  to  be  used  in  beautifying  the  avenues  and  walks, 
and  naming  the  same  ;  also  that  iron  settees  be  placed  in  the 
main  avenues,  and  many  other  improvements  that  might  be 
made  to  beautify  the  surroundings. 

PETITIONS. 

During  the  summer  a  petition  largely  signed  was  re- 
ceived, asking  that  the  Selectmen  lay  out  Norfolk  avenue, 
Middlesex  avenue,  Berkshire  and  Hampden  streets,  on  the 
Stetson  estate  so  called.  After  looking  over  the  matter  a 
surveyor  was  employed  and  a  plan  of  the  first  two  was  made. 
After  notices  and  hearings  the  Selectmen  have  laid  out  Nor- 
folk avenue  and  Middlesex  avenue  as  public  highways. 
Waivers  have  been  presented  to  abutters  for  signatures,  and 
a  large  majority  have  signed,  a  few  have  refused.  The  mat- 
ter of  the  acceptance  of  said  streets  is  presented  to  the  Town 
for  consideration. 

CEDAR  SWAMP  ROAD. 

After  carefully  viewing  the  premises  we  were  of  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  lay  out  a 
road  across  said  swamp,  and  have  therefore  given  the  peti- 
tioners leave  to  withdraw. 

A  petition  has  been  received  asking  that  Crescent,  Roy 
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and  Elliott  streets  be  laid  out.  This  petition  being  received 
at  a  late  day,  gave  insufficient  time  to  make  an  intelligent 
report  this  year.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  something 
should  be  done  in  this  part  of  the  Town  in  this  direction, 
and  respectfully  refer  the  matter  to  our  successors  for  action. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Under  this  head  we  would  call  the  attention  of  the 
voters  to  the  fact  that  the  business  of  the  Town  is  on  the 
increase,  and  more  spacious  quarters  will  be  needed  in  the 
near  future.  We  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  report  at  an  adjourned  meeting  the  cost  of  the 
adjoining  Proctor  lot  so  called.  As  this  property  is  in  the 
market,  the  Town  should  certainly  make  some  move  to  ac- 
quire it,  as  it  is  centrally  located  for  any  Town  purpose. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  the  dan- 
gerous condition  of  Redington  street  between  Rockland  and 
King  streets.  The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  appro- 
priation should  be  made  to  remedy  this  matter,  and  call  at- 
tention to  an  article  which  appears  in  the  Warrant  for  that 
purpose.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  School  Committee 
can  report  to  the  Town  the  efficiency  of  the  schools,  and  a 
steady  growth  in  methods  and  in  general  excellence.  We 
are  beginning  to  realize  the  benefits  that  are  derived  from 
proper  grading,  and  wish  that  we  could  carry  it  into  the 
Primary  department,  thus  making  the  system  complete 
But  it  would  necessitate  longer  walks  for  the  little  ones 
which  we  feel  would  be  strongly  opposed  by  parents.  How- 
ever, we  trust  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  parents 
will  be  willing  to  make  this  sacrifice,  as  they  will  be  repaid 
a  hundred  fold. 

TEACHERS. 

We  are  to  be  congratulated,  we  think,  in  retaining  our 
faithful  teachers  with  one  exception.  Miss  Hattie  A.  Thayer, 
teacher  of  the  Pine  Street  Primary,  was  obliged  to  resign 
her  position  during  the  Spring  term  on  account  of  ill  health. 
But  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Miss 
Mabel  F.  Verry,  of  Danvers,  a  teacher  of  eight  years'  exper- 
ience, who  has  done  excellent  work,  and  brought  the  school 
up  to  a  high  standard. 

TEXT  BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 
We  have  been  obliged  in  past  years  to  have  the  children 
of  the  Primary  Schools  exchange  text  books,  thus  necessitating 
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the  transporting  of  these  books  by  the  pupils  from  one 
end  of  the  Town  to  the  other.  Parents  have  justly  com- 
plained, and  we  now  have  remedied  the  matter  by  purchasing 
books  for  each  school.  We  believe  this  change  will  receive 
the  approval  of  all.  It  not  only  does  away  with  the  labor, 
but  also  prevents  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  as  a 
school  infected  would  be  liable  to  spread  disease  by  the 
removal  of  books  to  other  schools. 

We  wish  to  say  a  word  about  supplies.  We  do  not 
desire  you  to  understand  that  we  think  our  boys  and  girls 
are  more  destructive  and  wasteful  than  other  boys  and  girls, 
but  we  feel  that  a  little  caution,  a  few  words  from  parents, 
might  save  the  Town  some  expense.  Free  text  books  and 
supplies  are  certainly  a  great  help  to  all,  but  these  privileges 
can  be  and  are  abused,  and  we  feel  that  parents  can  help 
teacher  and  School  Committee  in  their  endeavor  to  make  this 
expenditure  as  light  as  possible  for  the  Town.  Have  the 
children  understand  that  you  are  obliged  to  pay  your  part  of 
this  expense  in  your  taxes.  We  hope  that  good  results  will 
follow  these  few  words  of  caution. 

CHEMICAL  LABORATORY. 
One  of  the  most  urgent  needs  of  our  High  School  at 
present  is  a  proper  supply  of  instruments,  chemicals,  etc.,  to 
conduct  necessary  experiments.  Our  deficiency  in  this  re- 
spect has  been  adversely  commented  upon  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  and  your  Committee  earnestly  recommend  that 
a  special  appropriation  be  made  for  this  purpose. 

REMOVAL  OF  SLATES  IN  GRADES  I,  II,  III,  AND 
SUBSTITUTION  OF  PAPER. 

Your  Committee  have  made  this  change,  believing  it  to 
be  for  the  best  in  many  ways.  In  the  first  place  it  helps  the 
teachers  to  preserve  better  order  and  discipline,  as  it  is  almost 
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impossible  to  avoid  noise  and  confusion  in  the  handling  of 
slates.  It  is  also  more  cleanly.  The  use  of  sponges  and 
cloths  are  indeed  an  objection,  as  the  odor  arising  therefrom 
is  not  conducive  to  good  health.  The  cost  (taking  into  ac- 
count the  breaking  of  slates)  is  but  very  little  more,  if  any. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

We  have  had  complaints  regarding  the  frequency  of 
entertainments,  and  from  parties  who  are  deeply  interested 
in  school  matters.  They  feel  that  they  are  taxing  the  chil- 
dren beyond  their  strength  as  well  as  taking  time  which 
should  be  given  to  their  studies.  It  must,  however,  be  re- 
membered that  the  State  recommends,  and  in  many  instances 
obliges,  the  observance  of  certain  holidays. 

The  teachers  also  are  interested  in  furnishing  the  Phillips 
School  rooms  with  pictures  and  statuary,  and  this  year  have 
worked  hard  to  purchase  book-cases,  in  order  to  start  school 
libraries,  as  they  desire  the  scholars  to  read  selected  books 
that  are  elevating  as  well  as  instructive.  We  copy  the  fol- 
lowing from  the  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
In  speaking  of  the  needs  of  the  schools  they  say : 

"  The  most  noticeable  needs  are  (1)  a  greater  supply  and 
variety  of  reading  books,  and  (2)  more  especially  a  suitable 
supply  of  standard  reference  books.  An  abundance  of  refer- 
ence books  will  enlarge  a  pupil's  horizon,  supply  additional 
incentives  to  a  thorough  and  intelligent  mastery  of  subjects, 
and  greatly  aid  in  topical  teaching.  If  advantage  were  taken 
of  the  State  law  which  allows  the  expenditure  each  year  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  income  of  the  State  school  fund 
for  the  purchase  of  books  of  reference,  the  investment  would 
prove  a  wise  one.  In  the  larger  towns  and  cities  that  receive 
no  income  of  the  State  school  fund,  one-fourth  of  the  appro- 
priation for  books  and  supplies  might  well  be  invested  in 
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standard  reference  books.  Every  school  building  should  have 
a  well-selected  school  library.  School  officials  should  interest 
themselves  in  supplying  teachers  and  pupils  with  the  tools  of 
trade." 

Notwithstanding,  your  Committee  feel  it  would  be  well 
not  to  overdo  these  very  proper  and  beneficial  entertainments, 
for  it  certainly  is  a  tax  upon  the  children,  as  well  as  parents, 
in  many  ways.  We  think  that  the  Town  would  prefer  to 
appropriate  the  amount  required  for  the  purposes  mentioned. 

PETITION  FOR  ONE  SESSION  IN  THE  GRAMMAR  GRADES 
DURING  THE  WINTER  MONTHS. 

The  following  petition  was  received  about  the  middle 
of  January : 

"  We  the  undersigned  would  respectfull}^  submit  the 
following  proposition  to  the  School  Board  of  Swampscott, 
hoping  for  a  favorable  repl3\ 

That  through  the  winter  months  there  may  be  only  one 
session  of  the  Phillips  School." 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  to  consider  and  act 
upon  this  petition.  We  investigated  the  matter  thoroughly, 
and  agreed  unanimously,  that  it  was  not  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town  or  schools  to  grant  it,  and  accordingly  so  rendered 
our  decision. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 
Our  school  buildings  were  in  g-ood  order  at  the  com- 
mencement  of  the  year,  consequently  we  have  had  but  very 
little  repairing  to  do  outside  the  ordinary  work.  We  have 
laid  floors  in  the  Beach  Primary  school-room  and  entries, 
have  improved  the  Phillips  School  grounds  by  grading, 
gravelling  the  walks,  laying  stone  gutters,  and  curbing  the 
sidewalk.    The  contract  calls  for  shrubbery,  which  will  be 
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furnished  the  coming  spring.  Also,  removed  the  flagstaff 
from  the  building  and  erected  one  on  the  grounds,  which  is 
generally  considered  mach  more  sightly  and  satisfactory  in 
every  way.

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  Swampsoott  Sohools, 


SCHOOL  SESSION. 

Section  1.  The  session  of  the  High  School  shall  begin 
at  8.45  and  close  at  1.30. 

The  morning  session  of  the  Grammar  grades  shall  begin 
at  8.45  and  close  at  11.30.  Afternoon  sessions  shall  begin 
at  1.30  and  close  at  3.30. 

The  morning  session  of  the  Primary  Schools  shall 
begin  at  8.45  and  close  at  11.45.  Afternoon  session  shall 
begin  at  1.30  and  close  at  3.30. 

TEACHERS. 

Sect.  2.  All  the  school  rooms  shall  be  opened,  and 
the  Principal  and  Teachers  shall  be  present  therein,  both 
morning  and  afternoon,  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
time  fixed  for  the  session  to  begin.  The  pupils  shall  be  in 
tlieir  seats,  and  the  exercises  of  the  school  shall  commence 
and  close  punctually  at  the  prescribed  hours.  Every  pupil 
entering  the  school  room  after  the  hour  of  opening,  whether 
bringing  an  excuse  or  not,  shall  be  considered  tardy,  and  so 
marked  in  the  register. 

Sect.  3.  The  morning  session  shall  commence  with 
reading  from  the  Bible  by  the  teachers,  and  any  other  devo- 
tional exercise  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  4.  The  teachers  are  required  to  obey  faithfully 
the  following  statute  of  the  Commonwealth ;  "  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  instructors  of  youth  to  exert  their  best  en- 
deavors to  impress  on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth  com- 
mitted to  their  care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of  piety 
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and  justice,  and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth,  love  of  their  coun- 
try, humanity,  and  universal  benevolence,  sobriety,  industry, 
and  frugality,  chastity,  moderation,  and  temperance,  and 
those  other  virtues  which  are  the  ornament  of  human  society, 
and  the  basis  upon  which  a  republican  constitution  is  founded; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instructors  to  endeavor 
to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will  admit, 
into  a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendency  of  the  above 
mentioned  virtues,  to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  con- 
stitution, and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  as  well  as  to 
promote  their  future  happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  to  them 
the  evil  tendency  of  the  opposite  vices."  (Pub.  Stat.  chap. 
44,  sect.  15). 

Sect.  5.  Teachers  shall  practice  such  discipline  in  their 
schools  as  would  be  exercised  by  a  judicious  parent  in  a 
family,  and  shall  avoid  corporal  punishment  in  all  cases 
where  good  order  can  be  preserved  by  milder  means  ;.  but, 
when  corporal  punishment  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  it  may 
be  resorted  to,  and  a  record  thereof,  with  the  cause,  nature, 
and  amount  of  punishment,  shall  be  made  and  kept  for 
examination. 

Sect.  6.  For  violent  opposition  or  open  rebellion,  the 
teacher  may  dismiss  the  pupil  from  school,  and  shall  then 
immediately  inform  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil, 
and  on  the  same  day  shall  apply  to  the  Committee  for  advice 
and  direction. 

Sect.  7.  Teachers  may  have  one  day  in  each  term  for 
the  purpose  of  visiting  schools,  and  teachers  desiring  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  State  and  County  Teachers' 
Association  may  dismiss  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  8.  When,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  cause, 
a  teacher  is  unable  to  be  at  school,  the  Committee  must  at 
once  be  notified,  that  a  substitute  may  be  provided. 

Sect.  9.    The  teacher  shall  see  that  the  school  rooms 
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are  clean,  and  that  entries,  yards  and  out-buildings  are  kept 
in  good  condition  ;  they  may  command  the  services  of  the 
janitors  in  executing  this  requirement.  They  shall  also  see 
that  the  windows  in  their  respective  school  rooms  and  entries 
are  closed,  and  the  doors  locked  at  the  close  of  the  exercises 
for  each  day.  Teachers  shall  make  such  rules  as  are  neces- 
sary and  reasonable  for  good  order  and  neatness  on  the  school 
premises. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a 
school  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  sale  of  any  article 
whatever;  nor  shall  teachers  allow  notices  to  be  given, 
advertisements,  circulars,  or  other  printed  matter  to  be  dis- 
tributed, or  any  like  interference  with  the  ordinary  and 
regular  course  of  instruction  in  the  school. 

PUPILS. 

Sect.  11.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  into  any  of  the 
public  schools  without  a  permit ;  and  no  child  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  such  permit  until  satisfactory  evidence  be 
given  that  the  State  law  as  to  vaccination  has  been  observed. 

Sect.  12.  Children  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Primary 
Schools  upon  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  that  they  are 
qualified  to  go  on  with  some  class  in  the  same  ;  and  if  unable 
to  read  shall  be  admitted  not  later  than  two  weeks  after  the 
beginning  of  the  Fall  and  Spring  terms. 

Sect.  13.  Every  pupil  shall  be  required  to  attend 
school  as  constantly  as  possible,  and  in  case  of  tardiness  or 
absence  to  bring  a  written  excuse  from  his  or  her  parent  or 
guardian.  No  scholar  shall  be  dismissed  during  school  hours 
except  upon  presentation  of  a  similar  request. 

Sect.  14.  No  scholar  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
school  during  a  session,  or  before  dismissal  of  the  school, 
except  on  account  of  sickness  or  some  pressing  emergency, 
of  which  the  teacher  is  to  judge  ;  and  a  written  or  personal 
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request  from  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  required  where 
the  necessity  is  not  evident. 

Sect.  15.  Teachers  shall  require  scholars  to  pay  proper 
attention  to  personal  cleanliness. 

Sect.  16.  Any  pupil  who  is  guilty  of  marking,  cutting, 
defacing,  or  in  any  way  injuring  any  of  the  school-houses  or 
the  out-buildings,  or  the  trees  belonging  to  them,  shall  repair 
the  same,  or  be  amenable  to  the  law. 

Sect.  17.  All  pupils  are  strictly  forbidden  to  climb  on 
any  tree,  fence,  railing,  ladder,  etc.,  about  the  school-house, 
or  to  throw  stones,  snow-balls,  or  other  missiles,  about  the 
neighborhood  of  the  school-house,  or  to  use  any  profane  or 
indelicate  language. 

Sect.  18.  Any  pupil  misappropriating,  injuring,  or 
destroying  any  of  the  text  books  or  supplies  loaned  him  or 
her  by  the  Town,  shall  subject  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian 
to  payment  for  the  article  so  misappropriated,  injured  or 
destroyed. 

Sect.  19.  Reports  of  each  pupil's  work  in  all  grades 
above  Grade  II  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  par- 
ent or  guardian ;  in  such  reports,  as  well  as  in  all  records 
kept  by  the  teacher,  ranking,  when  resorted  to,  shall  not  be 
by  percentages,  but  as  follows :  A  for  excellent,  B  for  good, 
C  for  passable,  D  for  poor,  and  E  for  bad. 

JANITORS. 

Sect.  20.  The  duties  of  the  janitors  of  the  different 
school-houses  shall  be  as  follows :  To  sweep  and  carefully 
dust  all  the  rooms  twice  every  week,  airing  the  rooms  while 
sweeping,  and  keep  the  basement  clean  and  in  good  order  at 
all  times ;  to  clean  the  house,  washing  the  floors  thoroughly 
three  times  each  year,  viz. :  in  August,  December  and  April; 
to  wash  all  windows  twice  each  year,  in  August  and  April ; 
to  wash  and  clean  tlie  water-closets  as  often  as  necessary ; 
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to  shovel  the  snow  and  keep  the  paths  safe  in  winter ;  to 
keep  the  doors  and  windows  closed  and  locked  when  the 
school  is  not  in  session ;  to  report  forthwith  to  the  teacher 
and  Committee  any  injuries  done  to  the  school-house,  out- 
buildings, trees,  or  fences ;  to  build  fires  when  needed,  and 
have  the  rooms  warm  —  67^  to  70^  F.  —  at  the  time  for  open- 
ing the  school,  and  to  give  proper  attention,  when  required, 
during  the  day ;  to  take  general  care  and  superintendence 
of  the  school-house  and  grounds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee.  No  extra  payment  shall  be  allowed  for  any  of 
the  above  duties. 

STORM  SIGNAL. 

Sect.  21.  In  case  of  severe  storms  a  signal  for  no  ses- 
sion of  the  schools  will  be  rung  on  the  fire  alarm.  This  sig- 
nal will  be  2  — 2.  The  morning  signal  will  be  rung  at  7.30 
A.M.,  and  the  one  for  afternoon  at  12.30  p.m. 


Extracts  fram  F^tiblia  Steitiitos  Relatinsr  to 


Chapter  498. — An  Act  llelative  to  the  Attendance  of  Children  in 

Schools. 

Section  1.  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  and  in  every  city  and 
town  where  opportunity  is  furnished,  in  connection  with  the  regular 
work  of  the  public  schools,  for  gratuitous  instruction  in  tlie  use  of 
tools  or  in  manual  training,  or  for  industrial  education  in  any  form, 
a  child  between  the  ages  of  eigiit  and  fifteen  years,  shall  annually 
cause  such  child  to  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or  town 
in  which  he  resides,  and  such  attendance  shall  continue  for  at  least 
thirty  weeks  of  the  school  year,  if  the  schools  are  kept  open  for  that 
length  of  time,  with  an  allowance  of  two  weeks'  time  for  absences 
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not  excused  b)'^  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or  the  School  Commit- 
tee. Such  period  of  attendance  shall  begin  within  the  first  month  of 
the  fall  term  of  school,  and  for  each  five  days'  absence  of  any  such 
child  thereafter,  in  excess  of  the  above  allowance,  before  the  com- 
pletion of  the  required  annual  attendance  of  thirty  weeks,  the  person 
having  such  child  under  his  control  shall,  upon  the  complaint  of  the 
School  Committee  or  any  truant  officer,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  such  city  or  town  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
but  if  such  child  has  attended  for  a  like  period  of  time  a  private  day 
school  approved  by  the  School  Committee  of  such  city  or  town,  or  if 
such  child  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for  a  like  period  of  time  in 
the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  or  has  already  acquired  the  branches  of  learning  required  by 
law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  imprac- 
ticable, such  penalties  shall  not  be  incurred. 

Sect.  2.  For  the  purposes  of  the  preceding  section,  School 
Committees  shall  approve  a  private  school  only  when  the  teaching  in 
all  the  studies  required  by  law  is  in  the  English  language,  and  when 
they  are  satisfied  that  such  teaching  equals  in  thoroughness  and  effi- 
ciency the  teaching  in  the  public  schools  in  the  same  locality,  and 
that  equal  progress  is  made  by  the  pupils  therein,  in  the  studies  re- 
quired by  law,  with  that  made  during  the  same  time  in  the  public 
schools ;  but  they  shall  not  refuse  to  approve  a  private  school  on  ac- 
count of  the  religious  teaching  therein. 

Sect.  3.  The  truant  officers  and  the  School  Committee  of  the 
several  cities  and  towns  shall  vigilantly  inquire  into  all  cases  of  neg- 
lect of  duty  prescribed  in  section  one,  and  ascertain  the  reasons,  if 
any,  therefor;  and  such  truant  officers  or  any  of  them,  shall,  when 
so  directed  by  the  School  Committee,  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the 
city  or  town  any  person  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  for  in  said  sec- 
tion. Police,  district  and  municipal  courts,  trial  justices  and  judges 
of  the  probate  court,  shall  have  jurisdiction  within  their  respective 
counties  of  the  offences  described  in  section  one. 


Penalty  for  Disturbing  Schools. 

*'  Whoever  wilfully  interrupts  or  disturbs  a  school  or  other  assem- 
bly of  people  met  for  a  lawful  purpose,  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment in  the  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars."    Pub.  Stat.,  sect.  23,  chap.  207. 
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Chapter  203.  —  3faUcious  Injury  to  Buildings. 

Section  78.  AYhoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  destroys,  defaces,  mars  or  injures  a  school-house,  church 
or  other  building-  erected  or  used  for  purposes  of  education  or  relig- 
ious instruction,  or  for  the  general  ditiiision  of  knowledge,  or  an  out- 
building, fence,  well  or  aj)purtenance  of  such  school-house,  church 
or  other  building,  or  furniture,  apparatus  or  other  property  belonging- 
to  or  connected  with  such  school-house,  church  or  other  building, 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding-  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 


Authority  of^  Teachers  over  Pupils. 

Section  1  of  chapter  44  of  the  Public  Statutes  imposes  upon  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  the  duty  of  instructing  their  pupils  in 
good  behavior. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Stale  makes  it  the  duty  of  all  institu- 
tions of  learning-  to  train  those  committed  to  them  in  the  practice  of 
every  virtue.  To  attain  these  ends  it  is  necessary  that  a  wise  govern- 
ment over  the  pupils  shall  be  uniformly  and  persistently  maintained. 
The  teacher  is  therefore  vested  with  the  authority  of  the  parent  in 
the  control  of  the  children  in  their  relations  as  piipils  of  his  school. 

1.  In  the  school-room  he  has  exclusive  control  of  his  pupils, 
subject  only  to  the  direction  of  the  school  committee. 

2.  He  may  rightfully  exercise  the  same  full  control  over  his 
pupils  at  any  time  while  they  are  on  any  part  of  the  school  premises. 

3.  "While  the  pupils  are  on  their  way  to  and  from  the  school, 
the  authority  of  the  teacher  may  be  considered  as  concurrent  with 
that  of  the  parent  or  guardian.  If  the  pupils  in  coming  to  school, 
or  in  going  from  it  to  their  homes,  commit  an  off'ence  against  the  civil 
laws,  it  v^^ill  be  well  to  leave  the  offenders  in  the  hands  of  judicial  or 
parental  authority.  But  if  the  children  quarrel  on  their  way,  or  are 
wilfully  tardy,  or  use  indecent  and  profane  language,  or  in  any  way 
by  their  conduct  injure  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  school, 
the  teacher  may  take  notice  of  such  conduct  by  subjecting  the  offend- 
er to  such  wise  and  judicious  treatment  as  will  have  a  tendency  to 
prevent  a  repetition  of  the  offence.  In  such  cases  the  teacher  should 
exercise  great  caution  not  to  use  any  doubtful  authority,  or  any  ques- 
tionable modes  of  correction. 
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Chapter  44.  —  Female  Assistants. 

Section  14.  In  every  public  school  havin<^  an  average  of  fifty 
scholars,  the  school  district  or  town  to  which  such  school  belongs, 
shall  employ  one  or  more  female  assistants,  unless  such  district  or 
town  votes  to  dispense  with  such  assistant. 


Patriotic  Exercises. 

Chapter  111  of  the  Acts  of  1890  provides  that  in  all  the  public 
schools  of  the  Commonwealth  the  last  regular  session  prior  to  Memo- 
rial Day,  or  a  portion  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  to  exercises  of  a  pat- 
riotic nature. 


Chapter  498.  —  Ayi  Act  Relative  to  Vaccination. 

Section  9.  The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  a  child  who 
has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  to  be  admitted  to  or  connected  with  the 
public  schools. 

Chapter  515. 

Section  2  of  this  act  provides  that  all  children  who  shall  pre- 
sent a  certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that  they 
are  unfit  subjects  for  vaccination  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provis- 
ions of  section  nine  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes  ex- 
cluding unvaccinated  children  from  public  schools." 


Chapter  498.  —  An  Act  Relative  to  Infectious  Diseases. 

Section  10.  The  school  committees  shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to 
attend  the  public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  household  to 
which  such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  of  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever,  or  during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or 
removal  of  such  sick  person  ;  and  any  pupil  coming  from  such  house- 
hold shall  be  required  to  present,  to  the  teacher  of  the  school  the 
pupil  desires  to  attend,  a  certificate,  from  the  attending  physician  or 
board  of  health,  of  the  facts  necessary  to  entitle  him  to  admission  in 
accordance  with  the  above  regulation. 
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Repoi't  of  Ti-unnt  Offiijei^s. 

To  THE  School  Board  : 

As  Truant  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  we 
have  investigated  all  complaints  of  absence  brought  to  our 
notice  by  the  various  teachers,  and  found  seven  cases  of 
truancy,  each  being  the  first  offence. 

We  also  found  several  cases  where  the  cause  of  absence 
was  through  neglect  of  parents,  whose  attention  was  called 
to  Chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  (498),  Section 
one  (1),  of  the  Public  Statutes  relating  to  the  same.  All 
others  gave  satisfactory  reasons  for  absence.

To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  first  service  of  your  Commissioners  after  the 
hist  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Town,  was  to  prepare  and  exe- 
cute, on  March  31,  a  second  Act  of  Taking  of  Bhiney's 
Beach.  This  we  did  under  the  firm  persuasion  that  the  vote 
of  the  Town  not  to  ratify  our  first  taking  was  unwarranted, 
and  laid  the  Town  liable  to  action  by  the  Commonwealth, 
with  whose  Commissioners  your  Board,  under  sanction  of  the 
Town,  had  made  an  agreeement.  We  had  been  granted 
money  to  acquire  the  beaches,  on  condition  that  the  Metro- 
politan Board  should  appropriate  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
towards  the  work.  The  Metropolitan  Board  had  done  this 
and  more,  having  actually  taken  the  whole  of  King's  Beach 
and  engaged  to  turn  it  over  to  our  Board  to  administer.  In 
equity,  they  could  demand  that  the  Town  acquire  Blaney's 
Beach.  Our  position  was  justified  by  the  subsequent  action 
of  our  citizens,  who,  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  held  April  17, 
voted  to  ratify  our  second  taking. 

Progress  in  acquiring  titles  to  the  several  estates  has 
been  slow,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  owners  have  one  year 
from  the  ratification  of  the  taking  in  which  to  appeal  to  the 
courts,  if  not  satisfied  with  our  awards.  We  did,  however, 
in  May,  settle  with  James  A.  Knowlton  for  the  lower  Knowl- 
ton  estate. 
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Early  in  the  year  we  sold  the  buildiags  upon  the  Little 
property  to  H.  Scott  Tuttle,  and  part  of  these  buildings  have 
been  removed.  Later,  after  due  advertising  for  bids,  we  sold 
the  Phillips  building  to  Edwin  A.  Farnham,  to  be  moved 
across  the  street,  where  it  will  continue  to  be  an  attractive 
and  tax-paying  property. 

Complaint  having  been  made  to  us  during  the  summer 
that  there  was  disorderly  conduct  on  the  beach,  we  enacted 
and  publicly  posted  the  following  provisional  rules  to  be 
observed  on  the  Park  reservation  : 

PROVISIONAL  RULES   OF  THE  SWAMPSCOTT 
PARK  COMMISSIONERS  FOR   THE  PUBLIC  RESERVATION. 

Article  1.  Section  1.  No  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  bought, 
sold,  given  away,  or  used  for  drinking  upon  the  Park  Reservation, 
or  in  any  building  thereon,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  not  less  than  five, 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Section  2.  Business  pursuits  not  connected  with  fishing,  boat- 
ing or  bathing,  also  gambling  and  Sunday  desecration  of  every  kind 
are  forbidden,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  not  less  than  five,  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars. 

We  also,  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  these  rules,  ap- 
pointed Chief  Harris  and  the  other  members  of  the  police 
force  of  the  Town,  Park  policemen.  To  their  credit,  be  it 
said,  the  rules  have  been  observed  and  we  have  since  heard 
no  complaint. 

Having  waited  until  January  without  receiving  further 
responses  to  our  requests  for  options  on  the  beach  property, 
we  at  last  made  formal  awards  to  nine  estates,  giving  the 
parties  notice  therewith,  that  their  premises  must  be  vacated 
by  April  17,  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  the  Act  of 
Taking.    The  amount  of  the  awards  was  determined  upon  a 
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fixed  rate  per  square  foot,  plus  the  value  of  the  buildings. 
A.  word  of  explanation  as  to  these  awards  should  perhaps  be 
offered.  They  are  estimated  upon  a  purely  property  basis, 
and  as  such  are  in  most  cases  ample.  The  law  as  interpreted 
to  us  by  our  experienced  counsel,  Mr.  Wm.  B.  de  Las  Casas, 
does  not  allow  us  to  go  further  and  tender  payment  for  what 
are  termed  "  consequential  "  damages. 

Our  award  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  unacquired 
frontage  has  been  accepted.  How  many  more  will  accept 
our  terms  we  do  not  yet  know.  Should  all  do  so,  our  avail- 
able funds  would  very  nearly  cover  the  acquisition  of  the 
beach  and  the  cost  of  our  Park  building. 

As  the  time  approached  for  erecting  this  edifice,  it  be- 
came necessary  for  us  to  remove  a  building  standing  on  the 
Little  estate,  and  forfeited  to  the  Town  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  a  land  lease.  This  removal  we  effected  by 
selling  the  building  at  auction  and  causing  it  to  be  torn 
down. 

We  also  needed  for  the  proposed  site  the  ground  occupied 
by  John  Smith's  fish  house.  Following  our  uniform  principle 
of  disturbing  occupants  the  least  possible,  we  moved  his 
building  to  the  most  convenient  available  position,  and  have 
left  it  for  his  occupancy  until  the  new  Fish  House  is  ready. 

Before  preparing  any  plans  for  the  building,  we  had 
given  five  public  hearings  to  fishermen  in  accordance  with 
the  following  public  notice  : 

NOTICE. 

All  Citizens  Desiring  Fish  House  Privileges  in  the 
Park  Reservation 

are  requested  to  notify  the  Park  Commissioners  how  much  floor  space 
each  one  will  engage  to  take  at  an  annual  rental  of  Ten  Cents  per 
square  foot. 
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It  is  necessary  to  know  about  how  much  space  is  needed  in  order 
to  make  intelligent  provision  in  advance. 

The  Park  Commissioners  will  be  in  session  at  the  Town  Hall 
EACH  Monday  Evening  during  the  Month  of  May,  to  receive  such 
proposals  and  suggestions  as  may  be  offered. 

Per  order, 

May  1,  1896.  SWAMPSCOTT  PaRK  COMMISSIONERS. 

At  these  hearings,  thirty  or  more  men  applied  for  some 
three  thousand  square  feet  of  space.  To  meet  these  wants  we 
had  plans  prepared  by  Architect  H.  W.  Rogers,  of  Lynn. 
Bids  for  the  erection  of  the  building  were  received,  and  the 
principal  contract  was  awarded  to  Peleg  Gardner,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  work  was  to  be  done  by  Swampscott 
people.  The  underpinning  work  was  given  to  Michael 
McDonough,  and  the  plumbing  to  Philbrick  &  Pope. 

The  building,  a  cut  of  which  is  here  shown,  is  a  story 
and  a  half  structure,  90x36  feet,  with  a  third  floor  pavilion 
in  the  middle.  It  runs  from  the  street  to  the  sea,  opposite 
the  Hay  Scales.  It  contains  on  the  first  floor  twelve  rooms 
measuring  about  100  square  feet,  and  six  rooms  of  some  300 
square  feet.  The  floors  of  these  rooms  are  of  concrete,  and 
in  each  is  a  catch  basin,  so  that  they  may  be  flushed  and 
keep  sweet.  On  the  second  floor  there  is  an  administration 
room  in  front,  and  some  2000  feet  of  loft  room.  The  Pavilion 
on  the  third  floor,  36x36  feet,  with  a  storage  recess,  may  be 
used  as  a  shelter  by  visitors  to  the  Park.  This  would  obviate 
the  present  necessity  for  any  other  pavilion,  save  perhaps  a 
light  summer  house. 

In  the  construction  of  this  edifice  we  have  aimed  at  twa 
things  :  First,  a  building  which  shall  afford  to  our  fishermen 
convenient  and  thoroughly  sanitary  quarters.  Secondly,  an 
architecturally  attractive  structure,  becoming  a  high-class 
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pleasure  resort.  Thanks  to  the  suggestions  of  the  fishermen 
themselves,  and  to  the  good  taste  of  Mr.  Rogers,  we  think 
that  we  have  secured  both  these  ends. 

We  deem  ourselves  fortunate  in  the  man  whom  we 
have  secured  for  the  care  of  the  Park  property,  Horace  W. 
Blanchard,  whose  title  will  be  Park  Superintendent.

Report  of  Committea  on  F'titure 
Wnter  Stippty. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Only  once  in  the  history  of  mankind  has  the  univer- 
sal demand  for  water  been  fully  met.  The  question  of  a 
future  water  supply  "  has  agitated  the  mind  of  man  since 
the  time  when  the  children  of  Israel  murmured  and  became 
greatly  discontented  because  of  their  inability  to  obtain  a 
sufficient  supply  of  pure  water  for  themselves  and  their  flocks 
and  herds.  The  people  of  to-day  are  murmuring  from  the 
same  cause,  not  only  in  our  own  Town,  but  throughout  the 
State,  and  the  ingenuity  of  man  is  being  severely  taxed  to 
meet  the  people's  wants  and  stop  their  murmurings. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  adjourned  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  held  March  22, 1894,  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  a  Future  Water  Supply,  have  performed  their  duty,  and 
herewith  respectfully  submit  the  result  of  their  investigations. 

We  will  first  consider  the  relations  of  the  Town  with 
the  Marblehead  Water  Company,  so  called.  This  Company 
was  chartered  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  .Massachusetts, 
of  the  year  of  1883,  to  supply  the  Town  of  Marblehead,  or 
other  towns  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  water. 
Pursuant  to  its  charter,  this  Company  without  solicitation  or 
any  encouragement  from  our  Town,  erected  a  standpipe, 
pumping  station,  sank  tubular  Avells  within  the  Town's  terri- 
tory, and  proceeded  to  supply  the  Town  of  Marblehead  with 
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water.  Your  Committee,  sustained  by  good  legal  counsel, 
desire  to  assure  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  that  this  charter, 
sweeping  as  it  is,  does  not  in  any  part  or  degree  obligate  the 
Town  to  this  Company. 

September  27,  1886,  by  vote  of  our  Town  at  a  special 
meeting,  a  contract  was  made  with  this  Company  to  supply 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  and  its  inhabitants  with  Abater  for 
one  year,  with  option  of  renewal  for  one  or  more  years.  We 
herewith  present  a  copy  of  said  contract :

CONTRACT  WITH  MARBLEHEAD  WATER  CO. 

This  agreement  made  this  27th  day  of  September,  A.D.,. 
1886,  by  and  between  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  a  municipal  cor- 
poration, located  in  the  County  of  Essex,  Massachusetts,  and  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 

"  Witnesseth,  That,  whereas  the  said  Town,  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  and  held  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  A.D.,  1886, 

"  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  instructed  to 
make  a  contract  with  the  Marblehead  Water  Company,  within 
thirty  days,  for  a  supply  of  water  for  all  purposes,  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  in  accordance  with  the  proposition  submitted  by  said 
Company,  with  the  privilege  of  renewing  the  said  contract  at 
the  option  of  said  Town,  at  the  expiration  of  said  contract  for 
one  or  more  years,  and,  provided,  that  the  rates  charged  by  said 
Marblehead  Water  Company  shall  not  exceed  those  of  its  sched- 
ule of  1885,  and

To  J.  H.  Fakwell,  Esq.,    CJiairman  Selectmen  of  Town  of 
Swampscott : 

Dear  Sir,  —  In  answer  to  your  request  for  what  terms  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company  would  supply  water  to  the  Town  of 
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Swampscott;  I  am  authorized  to  say,  in  behalf  of  the  Company^ 
that  they  will  furnish  water  for  fire  purposes  and  sprinkling 
streets  on  Town  line  of  pipe  already  laid,  free  of  charge,  provid- 
ing, that  the  Company  shall  have  the  use  of  said  pipes  for 
domestic  service  and  the  right  to  connect  with  them  to  make 
further  extension.  They  will  further  agree  to  lay  service  pipe 
to  the  line  of  the  sidewalk  without  charge  for  material,  and  to 
keep  in  repair  the  Town  pipe.

''Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  said  vote  and  proposal,  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company  agrees  to  furnish  to  said  Town  for 
one  year,  from  the  1st  day  of  October,  1886,  on  the  Town's  line 
of  pipe  already  laid,  water  free  of  charge  for  fire  purposes  and 
sprinkling  streets. 

"And  said  Company  further  agrees  to  furnish  during  the 
term  of  this  contract,  the  said  Town  and  its  inhabitants  water 
for  all  other  purposes,  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  charged  in  its 
schedule  for  the  year  1885,  a  copy  whereof  is  hereto  annexed 
marked  'A/  and  made  a  part  of  this  contract. 

"  Said  Company  further  agrees  to  lay  service  pipe  to  the 
line  of  sidewalk  without  charge  for  material,  and  agrees  to  keep 
in  repair  the  Town's  pipes. 

"  The  said  Town  agrees  that  the  said  Company  shall  have  the 
right  to  use,  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  the  pipes 
already  laid  by  said  Town,  and  the  right  to  connect  with  them 
to  make  further  extensions. 

"  The  said  Company  agrees  to  hold  the  Town  harmless  from 
all  damages  which  may  be  suffered  by  reason  of  any  defect  in  the 
highways  caused  by  the  construction,  repair,  or  operation  of  the 
said  Company's  works,  or  the  pipes  laid  in  the  streets  of  said 
Town,  and  any  extension  thereof. 

"  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  im- 
pose any  obligation  upon  said  Town  to  pay  for  the  water  which 
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may  be  furnished  by  said  Company  to  or  used  by  its  inhabitants, 
for  their  private  supplies,  or  for  any  expense  for  labor  done,  or 
material  furnished  by  it  under  this  contract,  in  laying  service 
pipe  for  the  accommodation  of  such  inhabitants,  but  such  Com- 
pany shall  collect  its  compensation  therefor,  from  such  individual 
takers,  at  its  own  expense. 

^'  This  contract  may  be  renewed  for  one  year  or  more  at  the 
option  of  said  Town.

It  will  be  seen  by  a  clause  in  this  contract,  that  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company  did  expressly  waive  all  exclusive 
right  to  connect  with  the  Town's  pipe,  to  make  extensions, 
but  it  seems,  by  the  consent  of  the  Town,  miles  of  pipe  has 
been  laid  by  this  Company  in  our  private  and  public  streets, 
and  which  pipes  the  said  Company  now  own  and  control.  It 
must  be  apparent  to  all  that  tlie  pipe  situation  is  somewhat 
complicated  and  unfortunate,  but  the  advantage  is  not,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  more  with  the  Company  than

with  the  Town,  and  this  opinion  is  also  backed  by  legal 
authority.  For  while  the  Town  would  have  no  right  to  flow 
water  through  the  pipes,  owned  by  the  Company,  the  Company 
could  not  flow  its  water  through  the  Town's  pipes  in  order  to 
reach  any  of  its  patrons.  This  could  only  be  done  by  mutual 
consent.  It  would  seem  therefore  very  important  that  if  the 
Town  desires  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water  from  any  other 
source,  than  that  from  which  it  is  now  being  supplied,  that  it 
should  own  and  control  the  entire  pipe  system.  This  could 
only  be  done  by  either  buying  the  pipes  of  the  Marblehead 
Water  Company,  or  laying  parallel  lines.  We  are  informed 
that  the  Company  do  not  care  to  sell  its  pipes  alone,  but  will, 
and  is  anxious  to  sell  its  entire  plant  to  the  Town. 


FUTURE  SUPPLY. 

In  conducting  our  investigations  along  this  line,  we  first 
waited  upon  the  gentlemen  of  the  Salem  Water  Board,  with 
a  hope  born  of  encouragement  from  citizens  of  both  Beverly 
and  Salem,  that  the  supply  owned  and  controlled  jointly  by 
these  cities,  viz :  —  Wenham  Lake,  might  be  available  to  our 
Town  ;  but  we  were  met  with  a  positive  assurance  that,  while 
they  would  be  willing  to  supply  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
temporarily  in  case  of  emergency,  the  matter  of  a  permanent 
supply  was  entirely  out  of  the  question,  and  could  not  be 
entertained  by  them. 

We  then  turned  our  attention  to  the  possibility  of  an 
independent  supply,  by  the  construction  of  storage  basins, 
among  the  natural  water  sheds,  within  and  adjoining  the 
Town.  We  were  quite  sanguine,  from  our  own  observation, 
that  this  plan  was  entirely  feasible,  but  when  we  consulted 
with  men  of  experience,  who  had  made  this  question  a  life 
study,  we  were  forced  to  conclude  that  this  plan  was  not 
practicable  without  an  enormous  outlay,  one  that  we  believe 
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the  Town  would  not  care  to  make,  and  that,  with  the  possi- 
bility of  ultimate  failure  of  such  a  source  to  meet  the  ever 
increasing  demand. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Town  to  Chapter  488, 
of  the  Acts  of  1895  :  An  Act  to  provide  for  a  Metropolitan 
Water  Supply,  to  supply  with  water  cities  and  towns  within 
a  radius  of  ten  miles  of  Boston.  By  special  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  cities  and  towns  outside  of  the  prescribed  limits, 
may  be  admitted  into  said  Metropolitan  district.  It  would 
seem  that  here  is  offered  the  pi'ospect  of  a  future  supply  that 
should  receive  careful  consideration  in  our  future  action. 
Your  Committee  are  not  in  possession  of  sufficient  data  to 
give  accurate  figures  and  facts.  As  this  source  will  not  be 
available  for  one  or  two  years  to  come,  the  Town  must  of 
necessity  look  to  either  the  Marblehead  Water  Company,  or 
to  the  City  of  Lynn  for  a  supply  for  the  next  two  years  at 
least.  Our  present  supply  now  taken  from  the  Thompson 
Meadow,  while  analyzing  much  better  than  any  water  yet 
supplied  by  the  Marblehead  Company,  does  not  appear  to  be 
held  by  the  State  Board  as  a  permanent  supply.  The  report 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  relative  to  this  supply,  is  here- 
with appended : 

SwAMPSCOTT.  The  Marblehead  Water  Compain^  applied  to 
the  Board,  Aug.  1,  1896,  for  its  advice  relative  to  an  increase  of 
tlieir  water  supply  by  taking  water  from  the  ground  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Thompson's  Meadow  in  the  north  part  of 
Salem,  near  the  boundary  line  between  Salem  and  Swampscott. 
The  Board  replied  to  this  application  as  follows  :  ■ — 

Boston,  Sept.  3,  1896. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  has  considered  your  application 
for  advice  with  reference  to  an  additional  water  supply  for 
Swampscott  and  Nahant,  to  be  taken  from  the  ground  in  the 
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vicinity  of  Thompson's  Meadow,  so  called,  situated  in  the  south- 
erly portion  of  Salem,  very  close  to  the  boundary  line  between 
Salem  and  Swampscott,  and  has  caused  an  examination  of  the 
proposed  source  of  supply  to  be  made,  and  samples  of  the  water 
from  test  wells  in  the  meadow  to  be  analyzed.  The  analyses 
show  that  the  water  is  somewhat  hard,  but  is  otherwise  of  excel- 
lent quality  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  water  supply.  Whether 
it  will  remain  so  if  water  is  pumped  continuously  from  the 
ground  here  for  a  long  time  cannot  be  foretold  with  certainty 
from  a  single  examination. 

Information  furnished  by  you  as  to  the  character  of  the  soil 
found  in  driving  the  test  wells  indicates  that  a  layer  of  gravel 
from  18  to  24  feet  in  thickness  was  found  in  all  of  the  wells,  at 
a  considerable  depth  beneath  the  surface,  from  which  water  could 
be  pumped  with  freedom  by  a  hand  pump.  These  conditions  are 
favorable  to  obtaining  water  freely  from  the  ground  here  by 
means  of  wells.  On  the  other  hand,  the  extent  of  the  meadow 
is  limited,  and  the  land  surrounding  it  contains  a  large  amount 
of  ledge.  With  these  conditions,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  suit- 
able pumping  test  from  wells  in  the  meadow,  it  is  not  practicable 
to  advise  you  definitely  with  regard  to  the  quantity  of  water  to 
be  obtained  from  this  source. 

In  view  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  water  now  drawn  from 
the  wells  in  the  valley  of  Stacy's  Brook,  and  the  need  of  an  ad- 
ditional water  supply,  the  Board  regards  the  proposed  locality 
as  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  seek  an  additional  supply  of 
water.  The  Board  would  advise,  however,  that,  before  building 
all  of  the  works  for  taking  a  supply  from  this  source,  you  put  in 
the  necessary  wells  and  connect  them  to  a  temporary  pump,  and 
test  them  by  pumping  continuously  for  a  period  of  at  least  two 
weeks,  during  dry  weather,  in  order  to  obtain  more  definite  in- 
formation as  to  the  probable  yield  of  the  wells  than  is  possible 
at  present.  It  would  also  be  well  to  have  samples  of  the  water 
collected  at  various  times  during  the  test,  to  determine  what 
change,  if  any,  takes  place  in  its  quality. 

The  Board  will  assist  you  by  making  such  further  analyses 
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of  water  as  may  be  necessary,  and  will  give  you  further  advice 
with  reference  to  this  matter,  if  you  desire,  when  you  have  ad- 
ditional information  to  present. 

Another  application  was  received  from  this  Company,  Oct.  24, 
1896,  after  trials  had  been  made  relative  to  the  capacity  of  the 
proposed  wells  for  supplying  water.  The  Board  replied  to  this 
application  as  follows  :  — 


Boston,  Nov.  5,  1896. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  received  from  you,  on  October  24, 
a  second  application  with  reference  to  a  proposed  water  supply 
to  be  taken  from  the  ground  in  Thompson's  Meadow,  in  which 
you  state  that  additional  wells  have  been  driven  in  this  locality, 
and  a  pumping  test  made  by  pumping  from  the  wells  for  a  period 
of  twelve  days  continuously,  except  for  short  intermissions,  aggre- 
gating in  all  about  one  and  a  half  hours,  at  a  rate  of  nearly 
200,000  gallons  per  day. 

Samples  of  water  collected  and  sent  in  by  you  during  this 
test  have  been  analyzed  by  the  Board,  with  the  result  that  the 
quality  of  the  water  shows  no  material  change  from  the  quality 
of  samples  taken  from  test  wells  in  August,  and  in  its  present 
state  is  excellent  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  water  supply. 

With  regard  to  the  quantity  of  water  to  be  derived  from 
wells  in  this  locality,  the  tests  thus  far  made  are  not  conclusive  ; 
but,  considering  the  character  of  the  land  about  the  meadow  and 
of  the  meadow  itself,  it  seems  to  be  very  doubtful  whether  this 
source  can  be  depended  upon  to  furnish  enough  water  for  the 
needs  of  Swampscott  and  Nahant  at  all  times.  Taking  into  ac- 
count, however,  the  favorable  results  of  the  tests  thus  far  made 
as  to  the  quality  of  the  water,  the  comparative  economy  of  this 
source  on  account  of  its  nearness  to  the  present  distributing  sys- 
tem, as  compared  with  any  other  source  from  which  it  is  at  all 
probable  that  a  satisfactory  supply  can  be  obtained,  and  the 
desirability  of  avoiding,  so  far  as  possible,  the  use  of  water  from 
your  present  wells  in  the  vicinity  of  Stacy's  Brook,  the  Board  is 
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of  the  opinion  that  this  source  is  a  proper  one  from  which  to 
take  water  for  Swampscott  and  Nahant,  at  the  present  time. 

In  locating  works  for  collecting  ground  water,  it  is  desirable 
that  they  be  extended  through  the  meadow  sufficiently  to  secure 
as  great  a  quantity  of  water  as  possible  from  the  ground.  If, 
upon  actual  trial,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  yield  of  this  source 
is  likely  to  be  too  small  for  the  towns  of  Swampscott  and  Nahant 
at  all  times,  it  is  very  desirable  that  you  continue  your  investi- 
gations, with  the  object  of  securing  a  permanent  supply  of  water 
of  good  quality  and  in  sufficient  quantity  to  make  it  possible  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  water  from  your  present  wells,  which  are 
not  satisfactory  for  a  domestic  water  supply,  being  located  in 
territory  containing  a  large  and  rapidly  growing  population,  and 
a  portion  of  them  being  apparently  affected  to  a  considerable  de- 
gree by  the  presence  of  sea  water. 

It  will  be  now  seen  that  the  Board  is  in  doubt,  owing 
to  its  recent  introduction.  On  the  other  hand  your  Com- 
mittee have  been  advised  by  water  experts  that  the  Thomp- 
son Meadow  would,  if  properly  guarded,  furnish  the  Town  a 
supply  for  some  years.  Your  Committee  incline  to  the 
opinion  of  the  State  Board,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Nahant 
is  also  being  supplied  from  this  source.  The  Marblehead 
Company  is  prepared  to  renew  its  contract  for  a  supply  of 
the  Thompson  Meadow  Water,  for  any  time,  at  present  rates. 

So  far  as  a  supply  from  the  City  of  Lynn  is  concerned, 
your  Committee  have  the  assurance  of  the  Lynn  Water 
Board  that  they  can  furnish  the  water,  and  that  the  Town 
would  receive  favorable  action  from  the  Board  if  an  applica- 
tion for  a  supply  was  made ;  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  that  the  Town  would  be  accorded  as  favorable 
terms  as  that  now  enjoyed  by  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

The  Town  of  Marblehead  has  practically  no  surplus 
that  could  be  depended  upon,  even  if  the  quality  of  its 
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supply  was  free  from  the  objectionable  elements  so  peculiar 
to  ground  waters. 

The  fact  that  all  of  the  cities  and  a  large  majority  of  the 
towns  of  the  Common^yealth  now  own  and  control  their 
water  supply,  or  are  conducting  negotiations  to  secure  that 
control,  even  at  the  expense  of  a  heavy  tax  rate,  would  seem 
to  imply  that  municipal  control  was  both  profitable  and 
desirable.  Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  is 
the  objective  point  at  which  the  Town  should  aim,  especially 
if  the  Town  expects  to  maintain  its  present  status  as  an  in- 
dependent municipality. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Town  made  an  appro- 
priation to  enable  your  Committee  to  bond  territory,  if  in 
their  judgment  it  was  thought  advisable,  to  make  practical 
tests  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  good  ground  supply,  in  terri- 
tory near  the  Town  limits.  After  due  consideration,  it  was 
deemed  unwise  to  spend  the  money  of  the  Town  for  this 
purpose.    Therefore,  the  appropriation  remains  intact. 

It  has  become  apparent  to  your  Committee  in  following  the 
above  lines  of  investigations  that  there  exists  a  very  general 
impression  among  our  citizens  that  the  Committee  has  neg- 
lected its  duties.  The  impression  is  owing,  perhaps,  to  a  very 
elastic  interpretation  of  the  authority  with  which  the  Com- 
mittee is  clothed.  This  existing  order  of  affairs  prompts 
your  Committee  to  call  to  the  attention  of  our  citizens  the 
exact  powers  vested  in  the  Committee.  The  commission 
under  which  we  have  labored  is  plain  and  must  become  clear 
to  any  one  taking  the  trouble  to  inform  himself  by  a  refer- 
ence to  the  Town  record,  which  reads  as  follows  :  Voted,  to 
appoint  a  Committee  of  five  members  to  investigate  the  mat- 
ter of  a  future  water  supply.'' 

Your  Committee  in  rendering  its  report  are  unanimous 
in  the  opinion  that  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  Committee 
that  would  in  any  degree  commit  the  Town  to  any  liability 
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whatever  is  clearly  beyond  its  province,  and  that  its  sole 
duty  manifests  itself  in  an  exhaustive  inquiry  as  to  a  future 
water  supply.  To  this  end  your  Committee  has  shaped  its 
investigations,  the  results  of  which  are  now  before  you  for 
your  consideration.

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Report  of 
Street  Light  Committee* 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

Your  Committee  have  attended  to  their  duties  the 
past  year  and  submit  the  following  report.  There  seems 
but  little  to  be  said.  Our  streets  have  been  well  lighted, 
although  many  complaints  of  "  lights  out "  from  time  to 
time  have  been  reported  to  your  Committee  by  the  Police, 
and  due  notice  has  been  given  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric 
Company,  who  appear  in  each  instance  to  have  had  it  remedied 
at  once  ;  and  it  would  appear  to  your  Committee  that  the 
response  in  each  instance  has  been  prompt  to  remedy  the 
recurrence  of  the  same  could  the  cause  be  traced  to  other 
than  that  of  a  freak  of  the  electric  current. 

Your  Committee  feel  that,  with  all  the  imperfections 
of  the  lights,  the}^  are  giving  general  satisfaction.  Your 
Committee  have  made  a  number  of  trips  over  the  entire  cir- 
cuit during  the  past  year,  taking  notes  of  complaints  and. 
observing  what  changes  in  their  opinion  could  be  made  to 
give  better  results.  The  outcome  of  this  investigation  has 
been  the  relocation  of  some  fifteen  arc  and  four  incandes- 
cent lights.  With  these  changes  many  of  the  lamps  were 
taken  from  the  poles  and  craned  out,  and  report  from  citi- 
zens in  many  of  these  localities  has  been  that  the  service 
was  much  improved. 

There  has  been  no  additional  cost  or  expense  to  the 
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Town  in  making  any  of  these  changes.  The  Company  alone 
standing  that,  ahd  ever  ready  to  comply  with  any  reasonable 
demand  by  the  Committee  for  relocating  of  poles.  The 
lights  continue  to  burn  on  what  is  called  the  common  sense 
system,  every  dark  hour  during  the  year  until  2  A.M.,  in 
place  of  a  specified  number  of  hours,  not  to  exceed  in  all 
two  hundred  and  forty  nights  per  year.  New  lights  that 
have  been  added  during  the  year :  eight  arc  and  three  incan- 
descent. Whole  number  of  lights  now  in  our  circuit :  arc, 
one  hundred  and  two  (102),  incandescent,  twenty-three  (23). 

Appended  will  be  seen  a  full  list  of  our  lights  with 
their  location  and  numbers  in  the  order  of  their  being 
put  up.  ' 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7500.00) 
be  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Street  Light 
Department  the  current  year.

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Street  Light  Minority^  Report. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

It  is  with  great  diffidence  and  sincere  regret  that  I 
find  myself  unable  to  agree  with  my  respected  associates  in 
our  report  to  the  Town. 

I  firmly  believe,  however,  that  he  who  accepts  a  public 
trust  should  hold  himself  as  in  duty  bound  to  surrender  that 
trust  unencumbered ;  only  truth,  fact  and  honorable  frank- 
ness, should  characterize  its  presentation,  and  nothing, 
however  minute,  should  be  withheld  from  the  gaze  of  our 
townspeople,  who  are  ever  called  upon  to  pay  the  bills. 

The  accompanying  report  will  give  to  our  citizens  what 
I  am  prepared  to  prove  to  have  been  the  true  condition  of 
affairs  in  our  street  lighting ;  and,  having  found  where  this 
system  could  be  improved,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  lay  before 
our  citizens  the  result  of  my  investigations,  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  seem  to  be  in  line  with  universally  adopted 
methods.  I  believe  my  first  duty  is  to  my  Town,  and  having 
performed  that,  I  can  then  extend  the  hand  of  charity  to 
others. 

I  therefore  must  leave  my  associates  in  full  possession 
of  what  I  believe  to  be  a  studied  charity  and  generosity,  at 
the  expense  of  the  ToAvn. 

The  question  of  street  lights  is  an  important  one,  and 
assumes  greater  proportion  each  advancing  year,  not  only  in 
the  matter  of  quality  but  in  the  matter  of  expense  as  well. 
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It  would  seem  that  the  latter  subject  might  well  appeal  to 
the  wisdom  of  this  Town,  in  at  least  an  investigation  of  the 
operation  of  municipal  lighting  under  the  general  statutes 
recently  enacted. 

I  found  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  much  complaint 
with  our  present  system,  and  upon  investigating  found  these 
complaints  to  be  based  on  very  good  ground.  In  conference 
with  the  officials  of  the  Company,  the  Committee  found  a 
willingness,  on  the  part  of  the  Company,  to  remedy  these 
evils,  and  which  eventually  was  accomplished.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind,  that  the  fact  was  brought  out  in  the  confer- 
ence, that  the  Company  was  using  a  hard  carbon  of  poor 
quality  for  our  lighting,  and  was  using  a  dynamo  of  admitted 
inefficiency  for  the  same  purpose. 

This  condition  of  affairs  cannot  go  unchallenged,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Company  in  its  contract  agreed 
to  furnish  us  the  very  best  1200-candle  power  light  obtain- 
able. The  Company  by  using  these  'self  admitted  agents  of 
weak  power  seem  to  make  their  position  really  inexcusable. 

I  feel  that  only  by  a  rigid  attention  of  future  committees 
can  the  Town  hope  to  gain  a  fair  equivalent  for  money  ex- 
pended. Again  the  danger  of  long  term  contracts,  where 
the  interest  of  the  Town  must  suffer,  as  shown  in  the  recent 
attitude  of  the  Company  towards  the  City  of  Lynn,  where 
it  proposes  to  make  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  and 
electric  lighting,  and  which  under  our  contract  wath  the 
Company,  removes  this  benefit  from  us  until  the  expiration 
of  the  present  contract. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  Police  Department 
be  instructed  to  report  all  inefficient  lights  to  the  proper 
Committee,  in  an  official  manner,  in  order  to  assist  the  Com- 
mittee in  fulfilling  its  duty  towards  the  Town.  It  would 
seem  that  no  contract  should  be  made  that  would  not  allow 
of  a  rebate  in  the  Town's  interest  when  the  Town  was  called 
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upon  to  pay  for  lights  that  had  not  been  furnished  ;  and  to 
this  end,  I  feel  that  the  lighting  of  our  streets  should  be 
under  the  watchful  eye  of  the  police. 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  service  rendered  by  the  Com- 
pany at  present  seems  to  meet  the  approval  of  our  citizens. 
I  would  recommend  the  appropriation  of  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  would  also 
recommend  that  the  Street  Light  Committee  for  the  ensuing 
year  be  instructed  to  investigate  the  operation  of  the  several 
municipal  lighting  plants  within  the  limit  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.  Said  Committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
costs  of  said  plants,  and  also  the  operating  expenses,  and 
shall  report  their  findings  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting 
to  be  held  in  the  month  of  March,  1898.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Healths 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  doings  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  28^ 
1897. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  and  investigated 
thirteen  written  complaints,  several  of  these  complaints 
being  served  by  a  Constable.  In  connection  with  this,  we 
have  received  several  verbal  complaints  that  have  been  dis- 
posed of  by  the  Board.  In  relation  to  the  health  of  the 
Town,  the  Board  have  received  notice  of  five  (5)  cases  of 
diphtheria,  three  (3)  typhoid  fever,  five  (5)  of  scarlet  fever 
and  twenty -five  (25)  of  measles,  one  case  of  measles  proving 
fatal. 

The  contract  for  the  collecting  of  house  offal  was 
awarded  to  Michael  D.  McDonough,  whose  duties  have 
given  general  satisfaction.  Mr.  Allen  Rowe  was  awarded 
the  contract  for  disposing  of  night  soil. 

Mr.  Benj.  Pedrick  was  awarded  the  contract  for  clear- 
ing up  the  beaches,  which  duty  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
usual  satisfactory  manner. 

We  have  received  from  our  Inspector  thirty-nine  notices 
of  quarantine,  and  we  consider  that  he  performed  his  duties 
in  a  faithful  and  impartial  manner,  and  the  Town  would  do 
well  could  they  retain  him  for  another  year.

Health  Regulations  of  tlie  Towrn  of  Swampscott, 


The  following  Regulations  have  been  adopted  hy  the  Board 
of  Health  : 

Section  1.  The  owner,  agent  or  occupant,  having  care  of  any  tene- 
ment used  as  a  dwelUng-house,  shall  furnish  the  same  with  sufficient  drain, 
under  ground,  to  carry  off  the  waste  water;  and  also  with  a  suitable  privy, 
sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  all  who  may  use  it. 

Sect.  2.  All  vaults  or  privies  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  inside 
of  the  same  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  distant  from  the  line  of  every  adjoin- 
ing lot  or  street,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  tight ;  nor  shall  the  contents 
of  any  vault  be  allowed  to  accumulate  within  twelve  inches  of  the  even 
surface  of  the  ground,  or  otherwise  become  offensive. 

Sect.  3.  All  waste  water  shall  be  conveyed  through  sufficient  drains, 
under  ground,  to  a  common  sewer,  or  to  such  reservoir,  sunk  under  ground, 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  no  person  shall  suffer  any 
waste  or  stagnant  water  to  remain  in  any  cellar,  or  upon  any  lot  of  vacant 
ground,  by  such  person  owned  or  occupied. 
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Sect.  4.  Whenever,  upon  due  examination,  it  shall  ajjpear  to  the 
Board  of  Health  that  the  number  of  persons  occupying  any  tenement  or 
building  in  the  town  is  so  great  as  to  be  the  cause  of  nuisance  or  sickness, 
or  the  source  of  filth,  or  that  any  tenement  or  building  is  not  furnished 
with  vaults  constructed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulations,  or 
with  sufficient  privies,  or  drains  undergound  for  waste  water,  or  from  any 
cause  has  become  unfit  for  habitation,  they  will  thereupon  issue  their  notice 
in  writing  to  such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  requiring  them  to  remove  and 
quit  such  tenement  or  building  within  such  time  as  they  may  deem  reason- 
able. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  throw  or  put  into  any  public  place,  or  pond, 
or  running  stream,  or  body  of  water,  or  in  any  other  place  where  the  Board 
of  Health  may  deem  it  a  nuisance,  any  dead  animal,  dirt  or  rubbish  what- 
soever, nor  shall  any  person  throw  into  or  upon  any  flats  or  tide  water 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town,  any  dead  animal,  filth  or  offensive 
matter. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  erect  or  maintain,  within  the  limits  of  the 
town,  any  building  or  structure  used  for  a  slaughter  house,  or  for  the  man- 
ufacture or  refining  of  kerosene  oil  or  soap,  the  trying  out  of  lard,  the  busi- 
ness of  tallow  chandler,  or  the  tanning,  dressing  or  coloring  of  leather  or 
skins,  or  any  other  noxious  or  offensive  trade,  or  exercise  or  carry  on  such 
trade,  business  or  employment,  without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health, 
defining  the  place  for  the  same,  and  any  such  license  may  at  any  time  be 
revoked. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  collect  any  house  offal  or  night  soil  within 
limits  of  the  town  without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  town  for  sale  any  diseased, 
putrid,  stale  or  unwholesome  meat,  vegetables  or  provisions. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall  burn,  boil  or  decompose  in  the  town  any 
bones  or  other  refuse  parts  of  neat  cattle  or  other  animal,  without  a  license 
from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  keep  any  swine  within  the  limits  of  the 
town  without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  11.  Any  person  sick  with  the  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphthe- 
ria, membraneous  croup,  together  with  all  persons  in  attendance  upon  him, 
will  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board;  and  no  person  shall  enter  or 
leave  a  house  wherein  any  person  is  or  has  been  sick  with  the  disease,  or 
in  any  way  come  in  contact  with  the  inmates  of  such  house,  except  by  per- 
mission of  the  Board. 

Sect.  12.  All  persons  are  warned  not  to  approach  a  house  or  the  sur- 
rounding premises  whereupon  is  displayed  either  a  health  card,  a  red  flag 
by  day  or  a  red  light  by  night. 

Sect.  13.  When  a  householder  knows  that  a  person  within  his  family 
11 
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is  taken  sick  of  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  membraneous 
croup,  typhoid  fever,  or  any  other  disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  14.  When  a  physician  knows  that  any  person  whom  he  is  called 
to  visit  is  infected  with  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  mem- 
braneous croup,  typhoid  fever,  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  15.  No  child  from  any  family  or  house  infected  with  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  small-pox,  or  membraneous  croup  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  attend  school  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  16.  The  bodies  of  all  persons  dying  of  small-pox,  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  membraneous  croup,  typhus  or  typhoid  fever,  must  be  immedi- 
ately disinfected  and  placed  in  a  tight  coffin,  which  shall  not  be  reopened. 
No  certificate  of  death  from  either  of  the  above-named  diseases  will  be  en- 
dorsed by  the  Board  of  Health  until  above  regulations  have  been  complied 
with.  In  above  cases  no  public  funeral  will  be  allowed  without  permission 
from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  17.  Notice  of  domestic  animals  or  cattle  suffering  with  conta- 
gious disease,  or  suspected  of  suffering  from  contagious  disease,  shall  im- 
mediately be  given  to  the  Board  of  Health  by  those  having  the  charge  of 
such  animals  or  cattle.

Sect.  6.  The  contents  of  any  sink,  cesspool,  or  privy  shall  only  be 
removed  in  a  vehicle  effectually  covered  and  water-tight,  and  the  same  shall 
not  be  emptied  on  any  beach  or  into  the  sea  adjacent  to  any  beach  in  the 
town,  but  shall  be  carried  in  such  cart  and  disposed  of  in  the  earth  or  other- 
wise as  the  Board  of  Health  may  by  rules  provide,  but  apart  from  dwelling 
houses. 

Sect.  26.  No  person  shall  put,  or  cause  to  be  put,  into  any  catch  basin 
in  the  highway  any  filth,  sewage,  slops  or  dirty  water.

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Report  of   Inspector  of  Cattle, 
SMvine,  Fish,  Provisions,  Etc. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

In  presenting  this,  my  first  Annual  Report,  I  find 
the  whole  number  of  cattle  in  Town,  December  1st,  140  : 
Cows,  127 ;  young,  12  ;  bull,  1.  Number  of  swine,  196. 
Number  of  provision  stores,  5  ;  provision  wagons,  4  ;  fish 
markets,  4 ;  fish  wagons,  3 ;  vegetable  and  fruit  venders,  a 
"  little  million." 

The  past  year  I  have  quarantined  and  destroyed  in  the 
Town  limits  32  cattle  which  had  the  disease  known  as  tuber- 
culosis ;  27  have  been  destroyed  outside  the  Town  with  the 
same  disease.  Previous  to  the  time  they  were  destroyed, 
milk  was  brought  and  sold  here  in  Town  until  the  Board  of 
Health,  adopting  the  rule  June  24th,  that  on  and  after  July 
15th  no  milk  could  be  sold  in  Town  unless  drawn  from 
healthy  cows ;  consequently  58  were  destroyed,  nearly  all  of 
which  were  giving  milk  at  the  time  they  were  condemned. 

And  here  I  wish  to  ask  a  question :  Is  there  a  conscien- 
tious man,  who  has  seen  one  of  those  animals  destroyed, 
willing  to  use  in  his  family  the  milk  from  a  cow  having  the 
disease ;  and  is  there  a  man  in  Town  mean  enough  to  dis- 
pose of  the  milk  from  such  a  cow  to  his  neighbor?  If  such 
a  man  can  be  found,  he  should  be  reported,  and  I  think  it 
advisable  that  each  and  every  one  should  take  hold  and  com- 
pel your  Inspector  to  do  his  duty. 
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I  will  give  you  a  copy  of  three  sections  relating  to  the 

^laws. 

(Section  29  of  1894  as  amended  by  Section  9  of  Chap- 
ter 496  of  1895.)  Every  person,  except  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Cattle  Commissioners,  who  has  knowledge  of,  or 
has  good  reason  to  suspect  the  existence  of  any  contagious 
disease  among  any  species  of  domestic  animals  within  the 
limits  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  that  any  domestic  animal 
is  affected  with  any  such  contagious  disease,  whether  such 
knowledge  is  obtained  by  personal  examination  or  other- 
wise, shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the 
Board  of  Health  of  the  city  or  town  where  such  diseased 
animal  or  animals  are  kept,  and  for  failure  so  to  do,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  1500,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  jail,  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Section  30.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  notice  from  an}^ 
person  other  than  a  duly  appointed  inspector  of  animals,  and 
provisions  for  such  city  or  town,  such  Board  of  Health  shall 
forthwith  cause  such  animal  to  be  inspected  by  an  inspector, 
or  by  a  competent  veterinarian  appointed  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  and  if  upon  such  inspection  such  Board  or  such 
inspector  suspects,  or  has  reason  to  believe  that  contagion 
exists,  he  or  they  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions 
of  Sections  7,  8,  9  and  26  of  this  Act. 

Section  42.  The  Boards  of  Health  for  the  several 
cities  and  towns,  and  every  inspector  of  animals,  and  provi- 
sions appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  carry 
out  and  enforce  all  lawful  regulations,  orders  and  directions 
of  the  Board  of  Cattle  Commissioners,  or  any  of  its  mem- 
bers, to  them  or  him  directed;  and  any  such  officer  or  in- 
spector who  refuses  or  neglects  to  carry  out  the  same,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  1500  for  every  such 
offence. 

There  is  other  work  in  connection  with  the  duty  of

your  Inspector  which  I  would  like  to  refer  to  that  I  feel 
must  be  omitted,  having  taken  so  much  space  m  regard  to 
diseased  animals,  which  should  be  closely  looked  after.  I 
hope  and  trust  the  citizens  will  be  more  cautious  in  the 
future,  and  not  run  the  risk  of  contracting  the  disease  that 
medical  science  has  not  been  able  to  find  a  cure  for.

HEMAKKS. 

The  hose  wagon,  steamer  and  horses  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  horses  and  men  have  been  employed  upon  the 
streets,  and  have  been  credited  for  the  same  for  watering, 
$508.75,  and  on  highways  194.00,  which  gives  the  department 
credit  for  the  year  1602.75. 


FIRE  ALARM. 

The  fire  alarm  was  thoroughly  wired  anew  and  three 
circuits  were  put  in,  as  was  voted  by  the  Town  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting,  and  is  in  good  condition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  Engine  House 
and  the  old  Engine  House  be  painted  and  shingled  the  com- 
ing year,  thus  improving  the  looks  and  preserving  the  build- 
ing from  decay,  and  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($350.00)  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  wish  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  ladders  and  their  condition.  They  are  very  poor  and 
are  not  fit  for  fire  duty.  The  ladders  are  about  twelve  years 
old,  and  the  life  of  the  wood  is  all  gone.  They  were  made 
out  of  spruce,  and  the  age  has  made  them  brittle  and  not 
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safe  for  a  man  to  work  on.  Therefore  we  recommend  that 
a  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  (1255.00)  be 
appropriated  for  a  set  of  ladders  for  fire  purposes,  hoping  that 
the  citizens  will  remember  that  the  lives  of  your  firemen  de- 
pend on  the  safety  of  your  apparatus. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  case  of  fire,  the  pressure  on  all  the  hydrants  is  very 
poor.  We  feel  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  increase  the 
pressure;  it  grows  worse  every  year. 

We  thank  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  in  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  courtesies  shown 
them  the  past  year.

REMARKS. 

The  increased  size  of  the  Police  force  has  worked 
admirably  during  the  past  year,  all  parts  of  the  Town  being 
thus  afforded  protection  during  the  night,  and  the  larger 
portion  of  the  Town  being  also  patrolled  during  the  day  time. 

As  Lynn  has  declared  in  favor  of  a  license  law,  to  take 
effect  on  May  1st,  and  Salem  and  Beverly  have  decided  to 
retain  No  License,  and  probably  Marblehead  will  remain  in 
No  License  class,  the  work  of  the  department  will,  undoubt- 
edly, be  largely  increased  the  coming  year  on  this  account, 
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this  having  been  the  result  in  previous  years  when  the  same 
conditions  have  existed. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  to  the 
many  attempts  at  breaking  and  entering,  and  to  the  larceny 
of  carpenter's  tools  from  buildings  in  process  of  construc- 
tion. The  department  has  been  more  successful  this  year, 
having  secured  convictions  for  each  of  these  offences,  which 
has  to  a  great  extent  broken  up  these  practices. 

The  department  has  also  been  active  in  its  pursuit  of 
illegal  liquor  sellers  during  the  year,  and  have  secured  several 
convictions,  over  four  hundred  dollars  (|400)  being  paid 
into  the  Town  treasury  in  fines  imposed  on  the  guilty  parties.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  assuming  general 
charge  of  the  Cemetery,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

Owing  to  the  vote  taken  at  the  adjourned  Town  Meet- 
ing, the  work  of  the  Committee  was  curtailed  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  practically  make  it  inoperative  so  far  as  taking 
charge  of  the  Cemetery  was  concerned,  and  only  left  in  our 
hands  the  matter  of  buying  new  land,  and  we  can  only  say 
that  the  same  conditions  prevail  as  has  been  in  our  path 
for  the  last  two  years. 

We  have  ascertained  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  Town 
to  accept  certain  Statute  Laws  before  any  Cemetery  Com- 
missioners could  be  legally  elected.  We  have  brought  it 
properly  before  the  Town  for  your  action. 

All  work  and  plans  submitted  for  your  approval  in  the 
past  by  us,  can  be  carried  out  by  the  Commissioners  elected 
by  you,  and  they  can  at  once  improve  the  Old  Cemetery  and 
secure  additional  lands. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  i2,500  be  appro- 
priated for  the  Cemetery  Maintenance  and  Improvements.

To  THE  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

Your  Committee  have  attended  to  their  duties  and 
submit  the  following  report  of  their  doings  the  past  year  : 

After  looking  up  the  plans  and  figures  of  R.  Hering, 
Engineer,  made  in  1891,  your  Committee  thought  best  to 
employ  a  competent  engineer  to  give  figures  as  to  the  cost 
of  construction  of  the  systems  of  sewerage  shown  on  plans 
Nos.  1  and  3,  of  Mr.  Hering,  and  employed  J.  Leslie  Wood- 
fall,  Engineer,  for  that  purpose,  and  herewith  submit  his  re- 
port on  cost  of  construction  in  accordance  with  plans  of  sew- 
erage made  by  Mr.  Hering.  Mr.  Woodf all's  estimate  for 
the  cost  of  construction  as  per  plan  No.  1,  which  is  to  con- 
nect with  the  Lynn  sewer,  is  193,963.00,  and  as  per  plan 
No.  3,  where  the  outlet  is  to  be  at  Dread  Ledge,  1122,993.00. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  their  work  is  completed,  and 
that  it  now  rests  with  the  voters  of  Swampscott  to  act  upon 
the  important  matter  of  sewerage,  and  recommend  that  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1897,  a  Sewerage 
Committee  consisting  of  fifteen  members  be  elected  to  inves- 
tigate and  report  at  the  next  following  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, or  some  Town  Meeting  prior  thereto,  the  result  of  its 
investigation,  and  make  such  recommendations  upon  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  sewerage  that  such  Committee  see  fit,  and 
that  an  appropriation  of  1500  be  made  by  the  Town  for  the 
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use  of  the  Committee  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  in 
such  way  as  the  Committee  see  fit,  and  that  each  member  of 
said  Committee  be  elected  separately,  and  that  each  nominee 
shall  be  voted  for  by  those  in  favor  of  such  nominee  first 
raising  their  right  hands,  and  thereafter  those  opposed  to  such 
nominee  raising  their  right  hands.

To  THE  Sewerage  Committee  of  Swampscott  Mass: 

Gentlemen^  —  We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report,  and  estimate  of  the  cost  of  building  the 
disposal  part  of  a  system  of  sewers  for  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott, as  planned  by  Mr.  Rudolph  Hering,  C.  E.,  in  1891. 
We  have  examined  the  three  outlets  proposed,  and  called, 
in  Mr.  Hering's  report,  ''Project  I,  II,  III."  By  project  I, 
the  sewage  is  to  be  delivered  into  the  Lynn  intercepting 
sewer  at  Ingalls  avenue  and  Stacy  Brook;  By  project  II, 
onto  filter  beds  situated  near  Salem  street,  and  by  project  III, 
into  the  ocean  near  Dread  Ledge.  We  consider  project  I  the 
best  outlet  proposed  by  Mr.  Hering.  If  satisfactory  terms 
can  be  made  with  the  City  of  Lynn  we  should  recommend 
this  point  of  discharge.  The  objections  to  this  outlet  are: 
Firsts  The  difiiculty  of  making  permanent  arrangements  with 
the  City  of  Lynn.  Second^  The  danger  that  sometime  the 
city  may,  through  the  courts,  break  any  arrangement  you 
may  make.     Thirds  The  fact  that  the  Lynn  sewers  are  laid 
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with  very  small  grades.  Fourth^  That  the  overflow  of  the 
Lynn  sewer  at  Ingalls  street  is  into  Stacy's  Brook,  so  that 
in  case  the  Lynn  sewer  was  overtaxed,  your  sewage  would 
simply  flow  into  Stacy  Brook.  Fifth,  That  in  time  the  City 
of  Lynn  may  have  to  pump  their  sewage  to  deep  water  or 
treat  it  in  some  way,  in  which  case  you  would  probably  have 
to  pay  your  proportional  part  of  the  expense  of  said  pump- 
ing or  treatment.  With  the  sewage  all  flowing  to  the  Lynn 
sewer  it  is  well  to  think  what  can  be  done  with  it,  if  at  any 
time  it  is  necessary  to  stop  using  the  Lynn  sewer.  In  this 
case  it  could  be  collected  at  the  ejector  on  Humphrey  street 
near  Stacy  Brook,  and  from  this  point  pumped  to  the  high 
point  on  Burrill  street  near  Blaney  street,  from  which  point 
it  can  flow  by  gravity  to  the  pumping  station  on  Humphrey 
street  near  Orient  street.  From  this  point  it  can  be  pumped 
to  the  Dread  Ledge  outlet,  as  planned  by  Mr.  Hering.  It 
may  be  possible  to  build  filter  beds  on  the  unimproved  land 
lying  north  of  the  railroad.  If  this  can  be  done  then  the 
sewage  could  all  be  pumped  from  the  Swampscott  line  to  this 
point.  The  cost  of  beds  at  this  point  would  be  very  large, 
unless  proper  ground  for  treatment  could  be  found  in  this 
locality,  but  they  would  be  far  removed  from  the  valuable 
part  of  the  Town,  and  in  your  case  it  might  be  a  wise  invest- 
ment to  go  to  a  very  large  expense  rather  than  to  run  the 
risk  of  injuring  your  best  property  by  building  beds  along 
the  side  of  Salem  street,  or  by  outleting  into  the  ocean  at 
Dread  Ledge.  Great  care  should  be  taken  in  making  terms 
with  the  City  of  Lynn,  and  it  should  be  distinctly  understood 
that  the  City  of  Lynn  are  not  to  overflow  your  sewage  into 
Stacy  Brook  except  in  case  of  extraordinary  high  tide.  We 
understand  that  Stacy  Brook  is  taken  into  the  Lynn  sewer. 
If  this  is  so  the  brook  water  could  be  taken  out  of  the  sewer 
in  case  of  trouble,  and  allowed  to  flow  in  its  natural  channel. 
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The  sewage  having  been  all  removed  from  the  brook  no 
trouble  will  be  given  by  the  brook  water. 

In  connection  with  the  Lynn  outlet  it  is  well  to  bear  in 
mind  the  fact  that  the  section  needing  immediate  attention 
lies  west  of  Blaney,  Rose  and  Rockland  streets,  and  drains 
by  gravity  either  into  the  Lynn  sewer,  or  into  the  ejector  on 
Humphrey  street  near  Stacy  Brook.  This  being  the  case  an 
agreement  with  the  City  of  Lynn  will  provide  you  with  an 
outlet  for  this  section,  at  a  much  less  cost  than  would  be  in- 
curred by  constructing  the  Dread  Ledge  outlet. 

The  ejectors  will  be  run  by  compressed  air.  We  sug- 
gest that  arrangements  be  made  with  the  Marblehead  Water 
Co.  to  furnish  the  compressed  air  for  these  ejectors.  It 
would  be  necessar}^  to  locate  two  air  compressors  and  an  air 
receiver  at  the  pumping  station,  and  to  connect  the  air  receiver 
with  the  ejectors.  If  at  any  time  it  was  decided  to  build  a 
pumping  station,  the  air  compressors  and  receiver  could  be 
moved  to  the  new  station.  These  air  condensers  work  au- 
tomatically, i.e.  they  start  and  stop  themselves  so  that  they 
keep  the  air  at  a  constant  pressure,  so  that  they  need  little 
attention. 

TROJECT  II. 

While  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  treatment  of  sewage 
on  land  is  a  very  satisfactory  way  of  handling  the  subject, 
yet  we  should  not  recommend  the  building  of  filter  beds  on 
the  land  near  Salem  street. 

The  property  on  and  near  Atlantic  avenue  is  too  valua- 
ble to  run  the  risk  of  injuring  it  by  treating  the  sewage  at 
this  point. 

PROJECT  III. 

The  outlet  here  suggested  is  into  the  ocean  at  a  point 
about  two  thousand  feet  from  Whale  Beach.  Under  ordinary 
circumstances  this  outlet  would  be  satisfactory,  as  the  danger 
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from  any  large  amount  of  sewage  reaching  the  shore  is  small. 
Great  care  would  have  to  be  taken  to  remove  all  the  solid 
matter  that  Avould  float.  The  removal  of  this  solid  matter 
would  have  to  be  done  with  great  care  or  it  w^ould  cause 
trouble.  Whale  Beach  is  one  of  the  finest  of  your  beaches, 
and  the  property  bordering  on  or  near  it  is  very  valuable. 
If  the  solid  matter  that  will  float  is  removed,  we  have  left 
the  grease  and  fresh  water  which  will  rise  to  the  surface, 
and  in  case  the  wind  is  blowing  towards  the  land  it  is  possi- 
ble that  some  of  this  sewage  may  reach  the  beach.  Although 
the  amount  may  never  be  great,  yet  in  a  locality  like  this  it 
would  be  objectionable. 

Following  is  the  estimated  cost  of  building  the  sewers 
shown  in  red  on  the  plans  of  project  I  and  II,  together  with 
the  cost  of  the  pumping  station,  force  mains,  etc.

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If  power  is  taken  from  the  Marblehead  Water  Company, 
there  will  be  a  saving  in  the  cost  of  construction  of  ^8,050.00, 
making  the  cost  of  construction  in  this  part  of  the  'Town  with 
the  outlet  at  Dread  Ledge  equal  to  f  79,271.00. 

In  the  estimates  as  given,  nothing  has  been  allowed  for 
land  damage  or  for  any  sum  to  be  paid  the  City  of  Lynn  for  the 
use  of  the  sewers  of  that  City,  or  for  purchasing  power  of  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company.  These  items  can  best  be  obtained 
by  your  Committee  and  added  to  the  estimates.  In  conclusion, 
we  would  say  that  the  work  must  be  done  in  the  very  best  man- 
ner, and  great  care  be  taken  to  keep  out  all  the  ground  water 
possible,  as  a  greater  part  of  the  sewage  must  be  pumped,  and 
any  addition  to  the  amount  of  sewage  by  ground  water  leaking 
into  the  sewers,  adds  a  constant  amount  to  the  cost  of  pumping.
